JEFFERSON CITY. 


Presentation of the Hempstead Portrait 
—Legislative Doings. 
Special to the Posi-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., February 3.—The 
excitement of the day has been the presenta- 
tion to the State of the portrait of Hon. Ed- 
ward Hempstead, the first delegate in Con- 
gress from Missouri. At 11 o’clock 
the two houses met in joint session. The hall 
Was crowded to suffocation with ladies. The 
Judges ofthe Supreme Court were first an- 
nounced and received in proper form. Then 
tame the Senate, and bringing up the rear 
were Gov. Crittenden and the Hon. E. B. 
Washburne. The joint session was called to 
order by President Campbell, who in turn 
introduced Mr. Washburne. Mr. Washburne 
ma lengthy but eloquent speech stated that he 
had been entrusted with the duty of present- 
ing to the State the portrait painted by Stuart 
of one ofthe first settlers of Missouri, Mr. 
Edward Hampstead, who had the honor of 
being the first man who sat inthe halls of Con- 
gress from west of the Mississippi River. The 
speech was devoted to the life and history of 

r. Hempstead. Gov. Crittenden in an ap- 
propriate manner accepted the portrait. The 
portrait bears the marks of age and is about 
twenty by thirty inches in size.

BALTIMORE, February 3.—A few minutes 
before 12 o’clock last night the boiler of the 
pleasure yacht, Carnie, of Philadelphia, lying 
at Chase’s wharf, foot of Caroline street, ex- 
ploded with terrible effect, making a com- 
piete wreck of the vessel. The explosion was 
heard several squares distant, the concus- 
sion breaking the glasses in the vessels 
lying near by. Policemen, watchmen and 
others hastened to the wharf, which they 
found covered debris from the vessel, and the 
hull sunk along side the wharf, the top being 
near the water’s edge. The large boiler was 
thrown from its position against the wall of a 
warehouse about fifty feet off. All the upper, 
deck and engine house had been torn off. 


Fragments of wood and other materials on 
board the boat were strewn in every direction. 
The crew of the yacht consisted of Edward 
Poplar, aged twenty-two, and Harry Poplar, 
aged nineteen, both sons of the captain; Jos. 
W. Brown, deck hand; a colored steward 
named Ellis and Engineer Young. The crew, 
with the exception of the engineer, were 
known to have been on board at 9 o’elock, but 
diligent search by police and others 
with lanterns on the ice around the piers’ and 
wharf- failed to discover any traces of the 
missing. It was therefore concluded thev 
were held in the sunken vessel. At an early 
hour this morning a great crowd wus gathered 
at the wharf, and the policemen commenced 


to search for the missing crew. 
The deck of the 8 was raised 
and removed and partially floated by blocks 


of ice. In a short time articles of clothing 
were found, and, immediately after the re- 
mains of Edward Poplar were found. About 
the same time the hands of a man were dis- 
covered protruding through the broken ice 
about 150 feet or more from the hull of the 
yacht. On being brought to the surface the 
remains were recognized as those of Jos. W. 
Brown, the deck-hand of the 
Carrie. The bedy was shockingly mutilated. 
The unfortunate man had been blown across 
the wharf and fallen inthe water at the dis- 
tunce previously stated. The search was con- 
tinued for the two men missing.

DASHING MACGAHAN. 


„ 


A Tribute to the American Correspond- 
ent Whose Fame is European. 
Archibald Forbes in the Cincinnat! Commercial. 

We met first at Jassy in Moldavia, when I 
was on my way to Kischeneff, the headquar- 
ters in Bessarabia of the Russian army. I was 
killing a few Moldavian porters for stupidity, 
when a shortish, thick-set man, with calm, 
clear eyes, short, close brown beard, and sing- 
ularly sinall hands and feet, came up to me 
with a limp, and asked in a wonderfully pleas- 
ant voice whether Iwas not an Englishman, 
und whether my name was not Forbes. Lre- 

lied in the affirmative. Then he simply said 
e was MacGahan. We confronted each other 
for a short space in silence, looked each other 
deliberately over, gazed steadfastly into each 


other’s eyes, and then, as if by a simul- 
taneous impulse, clasped hands, The 
grip was a symbol of a friendship 


measured only by the grave. MacGahan had 
one foot wrapped up in a plaster of Paris cast. 
He told me how at a recent review at Kische- 
nef, riding a wild younx.horse belonging to 
Prince Yserekeff, the beast ran away and fell 
with him, breaking a bone in nis ankle. At 
such amishap I should have fretted myself 
half to death. But MacGahan did not know 
how to fret. His nature was of the sunniest 
serenity. He accepted the trouble with a ze- 
nial heroism that was unique. I never saw 
him ruffled, although I once heard him 
threaten to shoot a man. He uttered the 
threat in a bland drawl: he‘pulled out his re- 
volver with a smile, and when the hulking 
ruftian backed down he resumed the thread of 
the interrupted conversation with a calm 
deliberation in which there was not 
ro much as a quiver of the voice, “He’d get 
along all right,“ he said, “spite of the broken 
bone: he never had eared much about walk- 
ing, and now he'd simply ride all the more.’’ 
He limped all through the campaign, and 
would have been lame for life had he lived to 
bean old man. But spite of his lameness, the 
Russians called him the ‘*Cossack correspond- 
ent;” so dashingly alert were his movements. 
As for his life, G for his livlihood, he was 
truc to the motto of his country, and “took 
his chances.“ When the campaign began, he 
und [ together bought for him, besides saddle 
horses, 2 Wagon and team, stored it with sup- 
lies, and engaged for him a trusty coachman. 
Vith it he duly traveled down the Danube, 
left it behind when he crossed the great river, 
and never once saw the vehicle again until 
after the fall of Plevna,six months later,when 
he kept by it for two days, and then finally 
lost it for good. His wretched coachman was 
a Standing joke among the correspondents; a 
forlorn wandering Jew, ever in vain search 
after his meteoric master. At all sorts of 
places poor Isaac would turn up, following 
some phantom trail, with the melancholy 
stereotyped question, “Have you seen my 
master!“ followed by a request for a little 
money to keep himselfand his horses alive. 


For aught I know Isaac and the 
wagon may be haunting Bulgaria to 
this dav. MaecGahan never had any clothes 


save What he steod up in and a clean shirt or 
twoin his saddle-bags. He ‘took his chanc.®s” 
us to food. Wherever there Wasa Bulgarian 
hut or a Russian regiment he was all right for 
food, such as it Was, and when he could get 
nothing to eat he went without with a light 
heart. Ou one occasion, before Plevna, his 
imperturbable coolness stood him in good 
stead in the matter of victuals. He, his cont- 
rade Millett and Prince Schachoffskoy were 
eating together under atree within range of 
the Turkish fire. There was about food 
enough for one, and all three were very hun— 
gry. A shell burst in the branches of the tree, 
und Millett and Schachoffsky left off eating. 
Then came 1 smattering of bullets that brought 
the leaves down about their ears. Millet and 
Schachoffskoy hurriedly got up and sought a 
safer spot. MacGahan sat still and serenely 
finished the victuals. ; 
Thejfriendship between him and General 
Skobeleff was as the love of Jonathan and 
David. They had become sworn comrades in 
common peril during the Khivan campaign, 
und they were constantly together from the 
beginning to the end of the Bulgarian cam- 
sign. Last vear I met Skobeleff, and he 
burst into tears when he saw me, for I brought 
MacGahan vividly to his mind. We had a 
quiet evening together, andthe brave Rus- 
sian spoke witha strange tenderness of the 
man who had grown so close to his heart, and 
whose death had poisoned for him the hon- 
ors Which his brilliant conduct during the 
war had so deservedly brought him. During 
the fichting before Plevna in September, 
Which lasted six days of almost continual 
rain, I had the center of the Russian attack, 
and MacGiahan was as usual with his friend 
Skobcleff, on the extreme left flank, against 
the Green Hill” and the “Khrishin Re- 
doubt.” Skobeleff actually carried the latter 
redoubt and maintained his position there for 
two days of steady ruthless fighting, until, 
with furious reluctance, he was compelled to 
evacuute it, because the imbeciles of the head- 
quarter staff; refused to send him reinforee- 
ments. MacGaban’s description of Skobeleff 
us he led the remnant of his division back 
from the position he had held on to 
with such determined persistence, is the sub- 
limest description, the most luridly vivid 
“picture of battle,” with which I am ac- 
quaintedin any language. He teils of him 
with features haggard and distorted, black- 
ened with powder, his eves bloodshot, his lips 
dry and searred, his voice reduced to a hoarse 
Whisper, his clothes torn and bloody, his 
roses Of St. George twisted round over his 
shoulder, in his hand his broken sword; and a 
few hundred battered, broken men mourn- 


fully following their balked leader. Talking 
over this description with me later, 
MacGahan wave a curious i- 
lustration how close is the sub- 


lime to the ridiculous, Ile told me that after 
writing of Skobeleff’s blackened and searred 
Ups, he had added, “and with his tongue 
hanging out of his mouth.” This he had 
erased, on glaneing over what he had written: 
not that it was not strictly true, but because 
he felt, and rightly felt, it verged upon the lu- 
dicrous. Skobeleff was one of the mourners at 
coon MacGahan’s funeral, nod Frederick VII“ 
ere. Who was living with Skolbeileif in his 
cump at the time, told me that for days after, 


the young General remained = pros- 
trated by riet for the loss 
of him whom he called his dearest friend. 


“Those six days of constant exposure before 
ens in September broke me down, I took 
malariousfever, and after a critical time in 
Bucharest had to return to England. I re- 

turned to Bucharest early in December, just 
in time to receive there, and straighten ont 
for the telegraph wire. MaGahan’s  brilliau’ 
despatches recounting Osman Pasha’s last 
mad attempt to break out of Plevna, and the 
surrender ofthe Turkish army that followed 
thereon. 

Two dave later MaeGahan himself turned 
— ou a hurried visit to Bucharest. I was 
sitting in the parlor of Colonel Mansfeld, the 
Brittieh Consul-General, When he came in. 
He was still limping, looking thin and worn, 
and wore the sheepskin coat of a Bulgarian 
pensant. We went back to the hotel, and that 
War our last evening together. He returned 
to the scene of action next dav, and set out 
With Skobeleff to cross the Balkans by the 


u uss. I was too weak to take the 
Heid, and went instead to St. Petersburg, 
with the Czar. He ht have been alive to- 


hb 
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buried him in the little cemetery of the for- 
eigners close to the clear waters of the Bos- 
phorus. Frederick Villiers and Frank Millet, 
the first an Englishman, the second a Boston 
boy both of whom had commenced the cam- 
paign with him, helped lower him into his 
far-off foreign grave, over which his loving 
friend, the Vicountess Stranford, and another 
friend who will never forget him, his wis- 
dom, his sagacity, his genius, and his cheery 
lovableness, united in the placing of a modest 
slab. 


The Confederate Battle-Flag. 


| From the Southern Historical Papers. 


While on this field (Manassas) and suffering 
this terrible anxiety, Gen. Beauregard deter- 
mined that the Confederate soldier must have 
a flag so distinct from that of the enemy that 
no doubt should ever again endanger his 
cause onthe field of battle. Soon after the 
battle he entered into correspondence with 
Col. William Porcher Miles, who had served 
on his staff during this day, with a view to se- 
curing his aid in the matter, and proposing a 
blue field, red bars crossed, and gold stars. 

They discussed the matter at length. Col- 
onel Miles thought it was contrary to the laws 
of heraldry that the ground should be blue, 
the bars red and the stars goid. He proposed 
that the ground be red, the bars biue, and the 
stars white. 

General Beauregard approved the change 
and discussed the matter freely with General 
Johnston. Meanwhile it became known that 
the design fora flag was under discussion, 
and many designs were sent in. The matter 
was freely discussed at headquarters, till, 
finally, when he arrived at Fairfax 
Court-House, General Beauregard caused his 
draughtsman (a German) to make drawings 
of all the various designs which had been 
submitted. With these designs before them 
the officers at headquarters agreed on the 
famous old banner—the red field, the blue 
cross, and the white stars. The flag was then 
submitted tothe War Department and was 
approved. 

The first flags sent to the army were a 
sented to the troops by Gen. Beauregard in 
person, he then expressing the hope and con- 
fidence that it would become the emblem of 
honor and victory. 

The first three flags received were made 
front “ladies’ dresses’’ by the Misses Carey, 
of Baltimore and Alexandria, at their resi- 
dences and the residences of friends, as soon 
as they could get « description of the design 
adopted. 

One of the Misses Carey sent the flag she 
made to Gen. Beauregard. Her sister sent 
hersto Gen. Van Dorn, who was then at 
Fairfax Court-house. Miss Constance Carey, 
of Alexandria, sent hers to Gon. Joseph E. 
Johnston. 

Gen. Beauregard sent the flag he received 
ut once to New Orleans for safe-keeping. 
Aiter the fall of New Orleans, Mrs. Beaure- 
vard sent the flag by a Spanish man-of-war, 
then lying in the river opposite New Orleans, 
to Cuba, where it remained to the close of the 
war, When it was returned to Gen. Beaure- 
yard, who presented it for safe-keeping to the 
Washington Artillery, of New Orleans. 


The Deeline of the Italian Race. 
From the Builder. 

One of the reasons for the deformed, rick- 
(ty, dirty, wretched, thievish inhabitants of 
Jtaly is the total absence of proper sanitary 
arrangements in Italian towns and villages, 
from the palaceto the hoval and room-tene- 
ment. Italy, the land of sunshine, art and 
scng—isa landof filth and vermin. Tuere 
are marble palaces,art galleries and blue skies, 
but neither sewers, drains nor adequate 
scavenging. Hence, strangers who are tempt- 
cd to visit the world-renowned cities pay a 
fearful penalty in risks from fever and certain- 


ty ol hn usquito stings, as also 
of punishment from other domestic 


torments. There is not one Italian city prop- 


erly sewered, drained and seavenged. The 
best hotels use cesspools out of which pass 


foul gases and putrid fluids to contaminate 
both air and water. Proper scavenging im- 
plics daily cleansing, not only of public streets 
and places, but of all back streets, lanes, alleys 
yards and tenement houses, with a removal of 
exereta and refuse at short intervals, never 
excceding one week. As to proper sanitary 
works, a full supply of pure water is neces- 
siry, not merely for display in public foun- 
tains, but laid on by appropriate services to 
every occupied dwelling, however humble. 
The regulations of a common lodging-house 
act should be enforced in every slum and 
wretched room-tenement, and all the places 
unfit for human habitation should be sternly 
closed, and proper accommodation provided. 
Whenthe improvements herein suggested 
have been adopted and are continuously car- 
ried out, there may be hope for the regenera- 
tion of Italy. Ironclads with 100-ton guns, 
Royal Cuirassiers, Royal Carabinieri, customs 
Officers, excisemen, police, municipal guards 
and Jesuits will avail Italy nothing in remoy- 
ing the fearful, causes of disease and human 
distortion. When will statesmen learn that 
the greatness and strength of a nation are not 
lone in the magnificent cities, palaces, iron- 
ads and standing armies, but In the health, 
comfort and content of the people? The fur- 
ther lesson also requires tobe learned, name- 
ly, that where the mass of the people are al- 
lowed to grovel in filth and misery, there can 
be no true security for property. A whiff of 
Zrape-shot will not cure such disease.

The Firth of Forth Bridge. 
From the London News. 

There is something novel in these days in 
recording the abandonment of avast scheme 
of railway engineering. This, however, is the 
fate of the scheme of bridging the Firth of 
Forth. The bridge, as originally designed, 
was to have been one Of the new wonders of 
theworld. It would have surpassed the Tay 
bridge almost as far as that unfortunate 
structure surpassed similar works, It has 
been given up solely on the ground of ex- 
pense. The Board of Trade has very proper- 
ly insisted on applying the lessons taught by 
the fall of the Tay bridge; and the directors 
think the new requirements as to strength 
and solidity are too costly to be complied 


with, the advantage to be derived 
from shortening the route from 
the Capitol along the East Coast 
of Seotland is, in fact, not of sufficient 


value to pay for the vast works it would re- 
quire. Railway companies have been too 
ready to Javish capital on undertakings which 
are more striking as engineering Works than 
profitable as investments, and the disaster to 
the Tay bridge has checked the disposition to 
combine boldness of design with cheapness of 
execution. Cheap bridges, stich as those which 
cross the Mississippi.at Quincey or Hannibal, 
are not in accordance witn English habits. We 
believe that there are no great river bridges in 
the United States over Which atrain runs at 
full speed. Just as every train stops where 
one railroad crosses another, soit lowers its 
speed to almost the slowest possible movement 
in crossing a bridge. If this hud been the rule 


in this country the Tay bridge might have 
been standing: andthe Forth bridge mizht 


have been built on the original scheme. But 
bridges made for full specd must be made as 
solid as engineering skill can make them.

PERSONAL COURAGE. 


Possession of the Virtue 
Men and Women. 
From The Spectator. 


Courage, undoubtedly, implies alacrity, and 
even pleasure, in facing peril from which 
many shrink, a spirit that rises to the encoun- 
ter with danger; but whether or not courage 
properly implies a right and sufficient justifi- 
cation for such an encounter is another ques- 
tion. If it does, then we should say that 
women are often inore courageous than men, 
since the existence of a suffleient motive for 
encountering peril makes a vast deal more 
difference, on the whole, to their nerve than 
it nukes to the nerve of men. There is hardly 
a mother who will not encounter pain and 
shame and peril with a firmer heart to save 
her child than even a brave man would show 
for the same end. But then compare the 
two in moments of peril when 
there is no such noble motive to string the 
nerve of either, and the chances are that the 
man will be the braver of the two, not, per- 
haps, that his heart is the bolder, but that his 
mind passes much less easily into the collapse 
which fear brings, aud is less dependent on an 
exalted emotion for the resistance it opposes 
to anything like moral paralysis. It Miss 
Cobbe is right, and courage implies the ex- 
istence of some motive of absolute obligation 
on behalf of which peril is to be faced, then 
women, so far as they really enter into such 
motives, are, we believe, braver than men, 
Lecause they live more singly and heartily in 
the purer emotions to which they surrender 
themselves. If,on the contrary, courage is 
to coverallthe cases of self-possession and 
coolness in peril—whether there is or is not 
a high and disinterested motive fer con- 
fronting the  peril—then men are the 
more courageous, for their temperament is 
more combative; there is more in it which 
rises to un emergency only because there is an 
emergency to rise to; more of immediate re- 
actionf against anything that has an aggressive 
look, than there is in women. We should say 
that the minds of women do not rebel as in— 
stinectively against mere collapse as do the 
minds oiſmen. Where there is any profound 
affection which steels them against sucha 
collapse, they are more wholly impervious to 
itthan men. But where there is no such an- 
tidote to collapse, the collapse of horror sets 
in much more easily in their minds than it 
does in the sturdier and less mobile natures 
of the male sex. Men are less prone to be un- 
nerved by their fears than women. Women 
are more prone to be nerved by their affec- 
tions togreat actions than men. 

But it is not only by their affections that 
women are made notably courageous. Often 
they are made so by very inferior interests, 
especially by the intense conservatism of their 
proprietary instincts. We “believe, that wo- 
men much oftener—oftener, at least, in pro- 
portion to the need—risk their lives in de- 
jense of their property than men. Women 
who would faint away in the face of ship- 
wreck, or even at the appdjoach of an angry 
bull, will constantly go alone about a house at 
night when they believe burglars to be at- 
tempting the house, withoutlany panic at all. 
This is, no doubt, in part because they realize 
less clearly the brutality of the sort of men

who rob houses than men do, 
und are, in fact, rendered fearless by 
their comparative ignorance of the world. 


So, likewise, men 2re often exceedingly fear- 
less at sea. orin danger from railway catas- 
trophes, till their nerves have once received a 
serious shock from either cause, after which 
they become as liable to collapse of nerve as a 
woman. Charles Dickens, who behaved likea 
hero in the terrible Southeastern Railway ae 
cident, acknowledged that his nerve received 
such a shock in it that he could not afterward 
drive in an ordinary hansom-cal without 
spasins of extreme terror. The comparative 
fearlessness either of unimaginative natures 
or of complete ignorance, has hardly the right 
to the name of courage. Itis only insensibil- 
ity to 2 particular class of paralyzing fears.

She is seven years short of that, having been 
born in 1818. It will be interesting at the mo- 


ment to consider how she has hiterto be— 
stowed her wealth. In addition to a thou 
sand and one miscellaneous contributio to 


public and private charities, she erected and 
endowed at her own sole cost the church of 
St. Stephens, Westminster. She 
did N similar act for the 
city of Carlisle. At an outlay of $250,000, she 
endowed the three colonial Bishoprics of Ade- 
laide, Cape Town and British Columbia. Sir 
Henry Turner’s topographical survey of Jeru- 
sulem was paid for out of her purse. She es- 
tablished.a **Home” and means of reform for 
fallen women, In Spitalfields she has sewing 
schools and other means of industrial educa- 
tion and occupation for poor adult women, 
who are also provided with food. In 1859 she 
fitted out hundreds of destitute boys for the 
Royal Navy, first testing their fitness and 
character in schools and in a well-managed 
shoe-bdack brigade.. The East London Weav— 
ers’ Aid Association, which did a great deal of 
cood at a critical time, was the result of her 
wise forethought, Out of an Kast End fever 
spot; she erected the model dwellings called 
Columbia square, planting a prosperous colo- 
ny on what was once a rookery similar to one 
or two which the curious may still tind in the 
neigbborhood of Baxter street, New York. 
She built Columbia Market; she erected in 
London and Manchester several of the hand- 
somest drinking fountains extant; in the dis- 
tressful days of Girvanin Scotland she re- 
lieved the people and paid their passage to 
Australia: when the inhabitants of Cape Clear, 
close to Skibereen, in Ireland, were “hard up” 
and likely to starve, she helped them with 
money and ftishing-tackle, and gave many 
families the means to emigrate. Sheestalish- 
ed a model farm fcr the instruction of the na- 
tives of Sarawakin the Indian Archipelago. 
The Turkish Compassionate Fund was found- 
ed by her, and she sent out thousands of 
pounds to the distressed people on the line of 
the Russian march. Her own almoner dis- 
tributed money for her only recently in Ire— 
land. Holly Lodge and its beautiful grounds 
are continually given up to school feasts. No 
class or institution is outside the pale of her 
Sympathy; she is the patroness of costermon- 
vers and volunteers, of distressed men and 
poor women, and her charities are not con- 
tined to London. In 1867 over 2,000 Belgian 
volunteers were invited to ae Lodge to meet 
the Prince and Princess of Wales. The Queen 
yave her a peerage in 1871. The year after she 
publicly received the freedom of the city of 
London, and in 1874 Edinburgh bestowed 
upon her a similar distinction. She bad earn- 
ed all the bonoss they could heap upon her, 
for not only did she give her money away, but 
she“gave time and thought to its proper dis- 
posal, and often did work that properly be- 
longed to the Govenmént. Let these things 
be set down on the credit side of the ledger of 
society, Which debits her with a social indis- 
cretion in marrying a young man „at her 
time of life,“ and alienat ng from her own dis- 
posal a great portion of her remaining for- 
tune.

TALL BUILDINGS. 


The New York Structures that Com- 
mand Attention From the World. 
From the New York Sun. 

“There is no city in the world where build- 
ings are carried up to such great heights,” 
said Supt. James Harrison ot the Bureau of 
Surveys of the Board of Underwriters. 

Business buildings alone were alluded to, 
and not churches or other, public edifices, 
which in many cities abroad exceed ours both 
in size and height. 

“The immense area taken up by buildings is 
us great a source danger as the height and, in 
fact, even greater.“ continued Mr. Harrison. 
“Piltell you all you want to know about 
heights, but I want vou to say a word for us 
about areas. There is one store | know of 
that has an area of two hundred feet by sen- 
enty-five, Without a single break or wall. This 
would not be allowed in any other country, 
The danger in case of fire is appalling. 

“Old tiremen stare and shake their heads 
when they see the heights to which buildings 


are now being carried. In their time sixty 
fect to the cornice was considered a high 
building. The stores which were ereeted 


after the great fire in 1845 averaged only about 
fifty-five feet. They were the best stores in 
the country, except that granite, the material 
used in construction, proved to be the wor 
in case of tire that could have been put in. 
Nowadays buildings extend far above the 
height to which water can be sent, but con- 
necting pipes inside and outside the building 
partly remedy that danger.

Claflin’s store is 80 feet to the cornice. Ar- 
nold, Constable & Co.’s is £5 feet to the deck 
reof. Among the high hotels is the Gilsey 
House, which is 100 fest, tothe deck roof. The 
Mansard, a frame building with a slate roof, 
is a house of itself, 28 to 50 feet in height. The 
Grand Central Hotel is 123 feet to the top, of 
Which 50 fectis Mansard. The Fifth Avenue 
is 90 feet to the cornice. As to flats, they 
don't come into our category of rates. The 
one at Fifth avenue and Forty-second street 
is nine stories above the street and 120 feet in 


height. Just think§of it. There are several 
flats and tenements high enough to burn 


down before a man could get down stairs 
from the top story. Sixty feet is the estimate 
of the proper height of a building. We have 
u standard rate for « standard building, and 
for every additional ten feet in height we 
charge an additional rate. In fact, an addi- 
tional rate is charged for all deficiencies from 
what is considered a standard building. I 
there are no iron shutters we charge for that. 
If the area is excessive, or if the cornices are 
of wood, an addition to the standard rate is 
made.

I want the little property I 
have, given tothe three poorest men in our 
camp. Good-bye all. 
JAMES BURNS. 

The clothing contained little money, but 
it was known that the dead man had received 
money a short time before from the East, and 
hehad no chance to spend it, so there was 
something wrong. Weexamined the pistol 
and found that there was one empty cartridge 
init, but the impression on it did not corre- 
spond to the point where the hammer fell.

While the 
committees were in waiting and Mr. Red- 
path was preparing himself for presen- 
tation, the reporter dropped in upon him 
and had a cordial chat lasting several minutes. 
Mr. Redpath has done considerable interview- 
ing himself, and he knows just how the thing 
ought to be done. He is a lively, rattling 
talker, and does not allow many chances for 
questioning, He is of average height, stoutly 
built, with a spareface and black eyes that 
indicate the possession of that perseverance 
and doggedness for which he is noted. His 
hair and moustache are gray and grizzled 


and his whole aspect is that 
of a keen. shrewd, pushing man. 
He isa thorough Irish sympathizer. His 


scarf pin is a large harp of Erin, and his cuff- 
buttons are pieces of green Connemara mar- 
ble, setin gold. He never tires of talking of 
the wrongs of Ireland, and, though a 
Scotchman, is us enthusiastic about 
the subject as any son of the Emerald Isle. 
After some talk about the details of his trip. 
etc., the reporter asked him as to the truth of 
the report that he had gone over to Ireland to 
write down the Parnellites and had since be- 
come a convert to the cause. 

Oh, no,“ said Mr. Redpath, „when I was 
arranging with Whitelaw Reid about the trip, 
I told him that mv sympathies were mot ex- 
actly with Parnell, butthat 1 would not be 


guided by them. I was not long 
in Jreland) when my sympathies had 
turned around. i was a correspondent for 


the Missouri Democrat before and during the 
war, and I visited on foot thousands of slave 
cabins throughout the South. ‘Those visits 
made me ap Abolitionist. But the condition 
of the negroes in the South, which I thought 
Wiis bad as it couid possibly be, was 
paradise compared with the state of affairs in 
several parts of Ireland. Inthe West, where 
the people are the most industrious class in 
country, the hovels, the diet and the priva- 
tions were so terrible that I never hope to be 
able to give any idea of them. I am not very 
sensitive, but there were plenty of scenes 
which IL witnessed that were enough to bring 
tears to anybody’s eyes.“ 

Mou tre a thorough land leaguer then?“ 

“Yes, Lam. Parnell is not only right, but 


its 


he does not do enough. Consider any 
man agitated by patriotic feelings, 


and beset on one side by the suffering of his 
countrymen and on the other by the persecu- 
tion of his enemies.“ 

“Will his scheme succeed?“ 

„About that J can not say. It is the same 
plan adopted by Stein in Germany and by the 
English themselves in Prince Edward’s Island. 
The people are thoroughly aroused and there 
must be some change.“ 

“What do vou think of his parliamentary 
tactics?’ 

“He is pursuing the only course left to him. 
The Irish have no show. <Any Dill affecting 
Scotland must arise among the Scottish Peers 
and if they agree about it, it always passes 
Without any opposition. In Irish matters, it 
is just the contrary. Anything that Ireland 
wants is fought by the Government to the 
bitter end.” 

„What will the outcome of the present ob- 
struction policy be?’ | 

“Just this. The Parnellites will call the 
attention of the world tothe gross outrage 
which the Government is seeking to perpe- 
trate, and when the coercion bill is passed 


the ministry will not dare to enforce 
it. If the Land League party 


had allowed its passage without a vigorous 
and determined opposition, they would have 
been crushed out of existence. The bill itself 
is aS gross an outrage as has ever been at- 
tempted by a civilized country. It suspends 
the habeas corpus, and exposes every man to 
arrest and imprisonment without any charge 
and without any hope of redress.” 8 

Is there any hope of conciliating the liber- 
al party?’? 
“None. The conduct of that prrty has been 


outrageous. John Bright is no more 
the John Bright of past years 
then a white man is black. If he were in 


America he would be hissed in public, and 
his appearance would be greeted with such 
outbursts of indignation as to render his life 
intolerable. There is no hope from the Liberal 
purty. The remedy adopted is a heroic one, 
but it is the only one left. 

„Did vou find the people in the lawless 
condition that they have been represented to 


„They have been totally misrepresented. 
The news sources are all in the hands of their 
enemies.J ust fancy whata history of the doings 
of the Republican party would go to Europe 
ten years ago, ifthe Klu Klux had exclusive 
control of the wires. The case is precisely 
the same about the news furnished in regard 
to Ireland. When was there Government 
people would start a rumor about an in- 
surrection, publish it far and wide, 
and would then, say to me: 
Just look at what they are preparing to do. 
Can you still continue to defend these people.’ 
My answer in most cases was that I knew as 
much about the threatened revolts as anybody, 


and I would be willing to wager large 
sums that not one of them ever 
occurred. And they never did. The people 


are suffering more from misrepresetation than 
they are from actual — 6. 

„Were the land meetings the scenes of such 
riotand incendiary threats as has been re- 
ported?” 

“Well, Lattended a great many, and ! 
never saw more orderly gatherings in any 
country. They were as quiet as a ladies’ 
meeting, and was no tumult on the part of 
the audience, no improper advice from the 
speakers.

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A Bill pending Prohibiting the Manu- 
facture of Alcoholic Stimulants. 


Action of the Prominent Malsters— 
What Meesrs. Lemp, Busch 
and Others Say. 


Much Indignation Among the Brewing 
Fraternity Over the Maesure Be- 
fore the State Legislature. 


The St. Louis Brewers are at present work- 


ed up to a state of excitement’ 
very unusual for such placid | 
Teutons. The bill now before the 


Legislature, prohibiting the manufacture of 
aleoholic stimulants withig the boundaries of 
the State is the cause of the trouble. The 


temperance element bas been growing in pow- | 


er in this ‘State and this measure is 
one of the first tells, in whien 
the two elements will meet face to face. The 


bill, which is now in the hands of the Senate 
committee on Constitutional amendments, is 
framed after the Maine and Kansas laws. The 
committee is said to contain a majority in favor 
of the ‘movement, and the measure will 
probably be reported for passage. ‘The whisky 
manufacturers have nottaken any action in 
the matter, but the brewers are actively at 
work. A committee including Mr. Wm. J. 
Lemp, Mr. Adolphus Busch and one 
or two others has been at work 
and all the preparations for resistance 
are nearly completed. All the brewers in the 
State have been requested by circular to send 
to Mr. Lemp an exact statement of the con- 
dition of their business, the amount of capital 
invested, the number of hands employed, the 
taxes paid, ete. All these figures 
have been compiled. and were put 
before the committee which has charge of the 
bill. A ctreular has also been prepared and 
spread extensively throughoutthe State, urg- 
ing the friends of the brewers and the oppo- 
nents of the law contemplated to use every 


means in their power to defeat 
the obnoxious legislation. The 
beer-makers have held several 


meetings, but beyond the steps already de- 
tailed no concerted action has been taken. A 
majority of them are seriously alarmed. 
Some, however, treat the matter lightly, 
claim that the bill will never pass, and seem 
to think that the whole busi- 
ness is a scheme devised to 
exact money from the brewers, Who are known 
to be both rich and liberal. No committee 
has vet visited the capital, but it is said that 
a delegation will go up before the bill is fairly 
before the House. The contemplated 
law is one of grave importance, especially 
as this city now ranks third inthe Union as a 
beer-making center. The matter forms the 
principal topic for discussion on ’Change, and 
the sentiment as tothe success of the bill is 
evenly divided. A Post-DISPATCH re- 


porter paid * visit to several 
of the large brewers today, 


for the purpose of ascertaining how they felt 
about the impending crisis. 
MR. WILLIAM J. LEMP 

was found at his brewery in the southern part 
of the city. He was immersed in business, but 
managed tospare time to talk about the matter. 
Ile Was more than surprised. He was dis- 
usted at the proposed action. Tae brewers 
had always been the main stays of the State, 
anda different return ought to have been 


given them. They were fore- 
most in all movements of a 


public nature, contributed a large proportion 
of the publie revenue, were a law-abiding and 
industrious class of manufacturers, and this 
was their reward. Mr. Lemp said that he had 
quilt up his business from a small 
beginning, after much labor and expense. II 
the temperance people should suceeed in pass- 
ing this law, it wound be a virtual contiscation 
of allthe property used for such purposes in 
the State, for most of it is improved in a man- 
ner that renders it unserviceable for any other 
purpose.

GRAND JURY ECHOES. 


Investigation of the Management of 
the Police Department.

Col. Armstrong’s Secret Service Men 
Subjected to Rigid Examination. 


The persistent manner in which the Grand 
Jurors are probing the late administra- 
tion of the Police Department, indicates an in- 
tention to scare somebody, eitherthrough an 
indictment or bya criticism in the report. 
The acts of the late vice-president, D. H. 
Armstrong, have just been made the objects 
of severe scrutiny. There is a standing con- 


tingent fund of sontething like 
two hundred dollars a month at the 


disposition of the vice-president. He is al- 
lowed to spend it as he chooses, for the 
good of the service.” The fund is probably 
designed to provide for service even more se- 
cret than that which the regular detectives 
perform. The Grand Jurors have been in- 
vestigating the use which Col. Armstrong 
made of this money. It has been found that 
he had in his employ for considerable periods 
of time, two detectives, Tracy and Todd. 
They have been called before the grand in— 
quisition and “questioned very closely as to 


the amounts received for services 
and as to the instructions given 
them by Col. Armstrong, It appears that 


they met him, forthe most part, away from 
headquarters to make their reports and re- 
ceive their orders. Todd, before the late vice- 
president went out of olfice, was put on the 
force and now wears a uniform. When Col. 
Armstrong received information to the effect 
that regular members of the department were 
not attending properly to duty, he put his 
secret detectives to work investigating. They 
also made reports on the relations between 
the gamblers and the police. 


One particular thing that the grand 
jury wanted light upon was tho 
story that the gamblers raised 
n regular corruption fund which went into 
Police Department somewhere to purchase 
immunity. A certain gambling house pro- 
prietor had dropped the statement that he 


Was paying $100 a week toa certain police of- 
fieial, One of Armstrong’s secret servic? 
men Was directed to secure, if possible, an af- 
fidavit from the gambler to this effect. 
The gambler reiterated the story but 
when it came to putting his jurat to it he got 
frightened and fiew the track. Had Colonel 
Armstrong been able to get this affidavit it 
would have been made the basis for 
sensational developments. The grand jurors 
were not aliogether satisfied with the result 
of their examination of Col. Armstrong’s se- 
cret service men. They succeeded in finding 
out that there was bitter animosity between 
Chief McDonough and the late vice-president, 
and that each believed a good deal that was 
bad of the other, but bevond this the evidence 
to fully satisfy the grand jurors on the subject 
oe toa gy mismanagement.has not been ob- 
tained.

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Superintendent Faulkner Again Relieved 
from Charge of the Stables. 


An issue has been raised which divides the 
Police Board and which involves the settle- 
ment of who shall control—the new, or the old 
element. On Monday Superintendent Faulker, 
in charge of the mounted police stables, re- 
ceived a letter from Vice-President Boland 
saying, “You are hereby relieved from duty 
as superintendent of the stables.““ About the 
same time that Faulker received his conge Mr. 
Stanton appeared at the Fifth District station 
with an order from the vice-president directing 
himftoſtake charge of the stables. Faulker 
met his succor complacently, read the order 
and said all right.“ There were some bills 
and accounts to be acted upon and he would 
present them before the Board at the meeting 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The Board meeting was a long one, lasting 
till long after dark. When it was over and the 
minutes of the proceedings were given out 
the announcement was made fhat Faulkner 
had been re-installed. The matter seemed a 
little significant at the time, but the develop- 
ments of vesterday showed that the breeze 
was freshening. About 10 o’clock ora little 
earlier Faulkner, who had just returned to 
his charge at the stables received 
a peremptory order of suspension from head- 
quarters, and simultaneously again Stanton 
put in an appearance to take charge.

A half an hour afterwards 
the old commissioners, Finney and Moffett, 
were together and on their way to the Four 
Courts with traces of excited feeling plainly 
manifested in their faces. There was no 
formal meeting in the Board room, but the 
four commissioners had a long and interesting 
talk which, in parts, was warm. When it was 
over at twelve o’clock, Cominissioners Moffett 
and Kinkead walked off together down town, 
talking very earnestly. Finney slipped away 
by himself and went straight to Mayor Over- 
stolz, with whom he had a long conference. 
After laboring with Moffett, Kinkead returned 
to the Four Courts and he and Boland talked 
the situation over at considerable length. 

The vice-president is very firm. He says 
that he is acting as he conceives for the good 
of the force and he proposes to go ahead with 
nis reform if he is to be the executive officer 
of the Board. 

The stables have been the foundation for 
scandals in the department with nearly every 


board. Boland, while With the 
force had charge of both the stables 
and the districts. When he was 


displaced the duties were divided. Faulkner 
was given the stables and Fox was put over 
the district. The superintendent and the 
captain were independeht of each other, the 
former having his dealings directly with the 
board, and the latter receiving his instructions 
from the chief. Both Fox and Faulkner were 
Eastern men and have pulled together with- 
out any clashing. 

The grounds on which the vice-president 
removed Faulkner are not Known specifically. 
The gossip outside of the Board-room has it 
that the trouble-aJl dates back to the time 
Faulkner relieved Boland. The latter pre- 
serves his policy of not talking and simply ac- 
counts for his action by saying he is doing 
what seems to him to be best for the good of 
the force. 

Faulkner has had charge of the stables about 
seven years. Heisan old Boston man, hav- 
ing previous to coming to St. Louis,-had the 
direction of Club stables at the Hub. He bears 
quite a local reputation for veterinary knowl- 
edge. When the horses of the Health De- 
partment require doctoring they have been 
sentto Faulkner, and when the city needed 
horsefiesh he has been called in as an expert, 
ailof which service itis said be performed 
gratuitously. At the mounted stabies he had 
fiftv horses under his care continuously. 
Stanton the new man, was formerly a wagaen- 
masterinthe army. Thisis his first connec- 
tion with the Police Department. No steps 
have yet been taken to reinstate Faulkner the 
second time and no notice has been given of a 
board meeting before the regular time, next 
Tuesday. What the outcome of Mr. Finney’s 
consultation with Mayor Overstolz was re- 
mains to be seen. The only chance to check- 
mate the vice-president now is for a combin- 
ation including Finney, Moffet and the Mayor. 
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THE ’FRISCO LINE. 


The Legislation Asked from the Choc- 
taws and Congress. 

General Passenger Agent Wishart explained 
toa Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
the legislation which is desired by the St. 
Louis and San Francisco Line, as fore- 
shadowed in arecent joint resolution of the 
Legislature. The company is building a 
southwestern branch througn the northwest 
corner of Arkansas to connect with the Texas 
system. This road between Fayetteville, Ark., 
and Fort Smithis now under construetion. 
From Fort Smith the company to strike west- 
ward and southward through the Choctaw 
Nation to the Texas State line. To do this it is 
necessary to have the Choctaw Council pass a 
bill and for Congress to approve the same, 
granting the right of way. Whether the con- 
cession is obtained or not, the line will be 
built to reach the Texas system. If the Choe- 
taws do not have the good sense to see the ad- 
vantage the road will be to them and refuse 
theright of way, a different route will be 
chosen, and the road will go down the Arkan- 
sas line to Texas. By going through the Na- 


tion the route will about sixty miles shorter 


between Fort Smith and points in Northern 
and Central Texas, than it will be by going 
down around the corner of the Nation. The 


company will want a reasonable amount of. 


time to let the Council act before taking the 
Arkansas State line route. Surveys have been 
made and plans are in readiness to proceed 
immediately if the favorable legislation is en- 
acted. 

The concession applies only to this South- 


west or Texas branch, and has nothing 
to do with the main line chartered 
through the Indian Territory from 
Vinita to Albuquerque. The right of way 


is provided for that line and the road is under 
contract now. Work isto be commenced in 
April and pushed vigorously .~ The whole 800 
miles from Vinita to Albuquerque will be 
built rapidly. From Albuquerque the West- 
ern division of the trans-continental line is now 
being built, the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe constructing on that portion under the At- 
lantie and Pacific grant. While the connection 
is being built between Vinita and Albuquer- 
que the St. Louis and San Francisco reaches 
the Western division by way of Wichita and 
over the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe.

SESSINGHAUS-FROST. 


The Deposition Mill Grinds Out Col- 
ored Testimony. 

The depositions in the Sessinghaus-Frost 
Congressional contest were resumed this 
morning at the office of Lyne S. Metcalfe, Jr. 
The room was filled with colored brethren, 
whose votes were refused at Precinct 5), of 


the Fourth Ward. It will be remembered 
that the Grand Jury ofthe United States 
indicted the judges and clerks of this precinet 
upon the testimony of colored men whose 
votes where rejected at the polls. Those in- 
formants furnished the testimony before 
Notary Kraft to-day. Samuel Windom and 
P. A. Reid were examined this morning. 
They testified that their names were proper- 
ly inserted in the registration list 
but they were not permitted to vote and were, 
moreover, threatened with arrestif they at- 
tempted to vote. The votes of all the colored 
men atthe polls in that precinct were chal- 
lenged by one Cahil’ and another man named 
Dugdale, and they were invariably refused. A 
colored resident of twenty years had been 
rejected at the polls to the knowledge of the 
witnesses. 

Cross-examined by Frank J. Donovan— 
Violence was used at the polls toward colored 
voters, but no one was much hurt. The feel- 
ings’ of the witness, Reid, were very much 
hurt by the treatment he experienced. The 
witness, Windom, had not been paid by 
any one to come down and testify to-day; he 
would be very glad to see somebody’s 
money. The witness Reid, understood “bull- 
dozing”? to mean challenging the vote of a 
voter entitled to vote. Upon Main and Mul- 
jenphy streets the white and the colored slept 

none bed. Canvassers white and colored 
were allowed the same privileges at the polis. 

Recorder of Votes Gonter,resuming his tes- 
timony this morning stated that 3,000 names 
were stricken off the last day of the work of 
the Board of Revisors. The recorder had no 
authority to put them on the books agafn. He 
appointed his own deputies in the ordinary 
way, but the extra force was appointed by the 
Mayor under an ordinance providing for as- 
sistance at busy times.
